Hj  husband,  Arnold  Rowland  and  X earns  to  downtown  Dali as  today  at 
approximately  12:10m  to  see  the  President  in  the  motorcade.  We  are 
both  students  at  Adamson  High  School,  but  nty  husband  has  been  £11  and 
neither  of  us  went  to  school  today  in  order  to  see  the  President. 

We  had  taken  a position  at  the  aide  entrance  of  the  Sheriff's  Office 
pa  Houston  Street  and  were  standing  there  talking.  We  talked  about 
security  measures  for  the  President  and  had  talked  about  the  recent 
affair  with  Mr.  Stevenson.  Arnold  told  me  to  look  up  at  the  building 
which  was  the  Texas  Book  Depository  at  two  adjoining  open  windows,  that 
there  was  a man  up  there  holding  a rifle  and  he  must  be  a eecret  service 
man.  X looked  up  and  Arnold  told  ms  he  had  moved  back,  but  X didn't  see 
anything  because  X ea  very  nearsighted  and  X didn't  have  wp  glasses  cm. 

We  didn't  think  anything  mere  of  this  and  in  about  15  minutes  the  President 
passed  where  we  were  standing  and  turned  left  onto  Elm  Street  and  started 
down  towards  the  ushrpass  when  X heard  a report  and  thought  it  was  a 
backfire  then  in  a few  seconds  another  report  sounded  end  in  another  few 
seconds  the  third  report.  We  started  running  towards  Elm  Street  end 
that  is  ell  X know.
